MEASURES TO BE TAKEN TO AVOLD CHAD-CAMEROON FRONTIER INCIDENTS 
Nouakchott CHAAB in French 22 Oct 80 p 5 


[Excerpt] Yaounde, (AFP)-=-Mr Goukouni Oueddei, president of the Chad Transi- 
tional National Union Government, is taking "all measures necessary to avoid 
Chad-Cameroon frontier incidents": Radio Cameroon reported yesterday that on 
Monday, in Yaounde, Mr Oueddei assured President Ahmadou Ahidjo that these mea- 
sures would be taken. 


The head of the Chad Transitional National Union Government, having stopped over 
on Monday in the Cameroon capital while returning from the Lome conference, 
evoked the peace perspectives in his country during an hour-long meeting with 
President Ahidjo. The head of the Cameroon State, the national radio stated 
specifically, informed Mr Goukouni Oueddei of his “concerns following the re- 
peated frontier incidents" (the shelling of the Cameroon town of Kousseri, 
facing N'Djamena), and "the violation of the Cameroon airspace by unidentified 
aircraft" (that dropped bombs on the Chad capital). 


President Ahidjo also pointed out to Mr Goukouni Ouveddei "the consequences that 
this war could have on Cameroon if it went on indefinitely". 


Mr Ahmadou Ahidjo, Radio Cameroon reports, finally expressed the willingness of 
his country to pursue its humanitarian aid to the refugees from Chad, and to 
spare no effort in obtaining the peace that he is praying for. 
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AFRICAN COFFEE PRODUCERS MEET IN ANGOLA 
ABWIL44 Paria AFP in English 0702 GMT WO Nov 80 


[Text] Luanda, Angola, 30 Nov (AFP)--The 22 members of the Inter-African 
Coffee Organization (IACO) have decided unanimously that coffee production 
in Africa should be increased. 


Representatives of the continent's producers, who account for about one-third 
of world consumption, note during their general assembly here last week 
** t coffee output was falling in Africa while it was on the rise elsewhere. 


IACO recommended that members show self-discipline, adjusting their sales 
to seasonal variations in market demand, The conferees agreed that coi fee 
stocks built up by consumer countries were factor in driving down the 
price of the bean, 


The general assembly also set up a working group to renegotiate quotas 
assigned to the producer countries at the International Coffee Organiza- 
tion (ICO) meeting in London in September. 


The IACO assembly also supported the idea of greater cooperation with the 
African and Malagasy Coffee Organization (OAMCAF), and decided to study the 
possibilities of affiliated status with the Organization of African Unity (OAU). 


Of the IACO membership, only Benin and Malawi were absent from the Luanda 
meeting. 


Denis Bra Kanon, the Ivory Coast agriculture minister, was elected to the 
revolving presidency of the IACO, succeeding Angolan Agriculture Minister 
Manuel Pacavira. 


It was decided that Arega Yorku of Ethiopia would serve as secretary general 
for a renewal term of 3 years. 


The assembly adopted a million-dollar budget for the 1980-81 financial 
year, and decided that the next annual general assembly would be held in 
Monrovia, Liberia. An extraordinary assembly was scheduled for next March 
in London.

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PROSPECTS FOR CLOSER SENEGALESE-GAMBIAN RELATIONS NOTED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 4 Nov 80 p 9 


[Article by Pierre Biarnes: "Senegalese Troops Make Sure Order Is Maintained After 
the Discovery of a ‘Plot'"] 


[Text] Since Friday 31 October, the Senegalese Army, on the 
request of Gambian authorities, has been making sure order 
is maintained in ¢anjul, where a plot hatched by Libya among 
others was said to have been exposed (1 November LE MONDE). 
Officially the Senegalese--around 400 men--are taking part 
in manuevers of the Gambian "field forces." 


According to an unconfirmed account, Sir Dawda Jawera, 
Gambia's president, invoking a defense agreement made between 
the two countries in 1967, was said to have asked President 
Senghor by telephone at the end of Friday morning to get 
reinforcements to him following the assassination at the , 
beginning of the week of Commander Emmanuel Mahoney, second 
in command of the “field forces." That officer, whose 
funeral took place Friday afternoon, was said to have been 
the victim of a dispute within the group of conspirators to 
which he belonged. Banjul has not confirmed this thesis. 


Dakar--Things began to happen in a rush just in these last few days. It very quickly 
appeared that the assassination of Commander Mahoney was only the first act of a 
conspiracy against the regime brewing within the small "field forces" (only 380 men) 
which are responsible, jointly with the Sambian police (300 men), for maintaining 
order (there is no actual army in Gambia). Rightly or wrongly the Senegalese 

leaders saw the hand of Colonel Qadhdhafi in this business and they succeeded in 
convincing their Gambian councerparts of that, and the latter immediately broke off 
relations with Tripoli. The conspirators, unmasked, were then said to have decided 
to play their entire hand before the Libyans actually left. The funeral of Commander 
Mahoney on Friday afternoon in Banjul was supposed to mark the beginning of popular 
demonstrations. 


Concerned, President Jawara therefore agreed to call on Senegal in accordance with 

a mutual defense agreement concluded between the two countries in 1967. Several 
hours later, at the time the rioting was starting to brew, the first airlifted 
Senegalese units reached the Gambian capital, getting the situation back in control 
without meeting any resistance, while reinforcements, which had set off by road, were 
crossing the river. The Yundum Airport and the garrisons of "field forces" were 
neutralized, 3 











From Saturday morning on order once more reigned in Banjul, where the two emall 
radical oppovition parties which had been estabiiehed during these last months, the 
MOJA (Moveme:.. for Justice in Africa) and che GSKP (Gambian Socislist Revolutionary 
Party), were outlawed and saw most of their leadere arrested (this wae the case for 
Koro Sall, a MOJA party leader, among others). Apparentiy, there has been no deep 
regret expressed over any «' Lhe victims, 


Nothing leads ue to think that forces from outside Africa could intervene next, as 
was seemingly feared at first in Dakar--which would perhaps explain the official 
silence of these last 48 hours. But, whatever the immediate consequences of this 
intervention, from now on nothing will any more be as it was before between Dakar 
and Banjul. 


Gambia is @ legacy of Franco-British quarrels from the beginnings of colonization 
and of the partition agreemente which put an end in "Senegambia" to the ware of the 
time of the French Revolution and the Empire--England retaining the “trading poste” 
along the river, which were considered then to be the best route for penetration into 
the interior of the lands in this part of West Africa: Gambia, which sticks into 
Senegalese territory like the finger of a giove, has from that time always presented 
serious problems to the Dekar authorities, colonial and then national. It thwarts 
the harmonious development of the south and the other £ egalese regions. It has 
always been the center of very heavy smuggling, seriously, detrimental to Senegal. 


In spite of these serious inconveniences and even though within these absurd colonial 
boundaries live exactly the same population groups as those which are settled in 
Senegal (Mandingo, Diola and Wolof, among others), the Senegalese leaders have 

always scrupulously refrained up to now from intervening in the internal affairs of 
their obstructing neighbors. They have been betting on che passage of time and on 

the natural development of many-sided bilateral cooperation, in particular via the 
Gambia River Development Organization (OMVG), to get their Banjul counterparts to 
agree to link little by little the destiny of the latter's country with that of theirs. 


On the other hand, for a long time Gambian leaders were in auch less of a hurry to 
firmly commit themselves to that kind of path, along which they ran a big risk of 
losing en route a lot of priveleges connected with their very special situational 
income, although their people, as poor as those in neighboring Senegal, were not 
gaining for their part practically anything from it. Thus, the construction of a 
bridge over the river, which would greatly facilitate ties between Dakar and its 
sou hern province but would intensify just as greatly the interpenetration of the 
two countries’ populations, has never up to now been carried out. 


But even if in Dakar up to now they were nonetheless still disposed to make the best 
of a bad job, the threats hat the deterioration of the Gambian political situation 
caused to hang over the stability of Senegal iteelf were much less bearable. 


Senegal is not going ‘ absorb Gambia, but the prospects of reconstituting a 
“Seneganbia” by means of voluntary union of the two countries are no longer fanciful. 
The Gambian leaders wil’ already find it more difficult to continue to oppose the 
bridge over their river that the Senegalese have always wanted. It could be the same 
regarding a customs union which might curb the smuggling, even if certain Gambian 
individusis must bear the brunt of thet. In any case, without really trying, the 
Senegalese leaders have just succeeded tn pulling off quite a nice coup. 
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SITUATION FOLLOWING SENEGALESE TROOPS' WITHDRAWAL FROM GAMBIA NOTED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 9-10 Nov 80 p 3} 
[Article by Pierre Biarnes} 


[Text] One week after having intervened in Gambia to put a halt to the deteriorating 
domestic political situation (see LE MONDE of 4 November), the Senegalese troops 
withdrew from Banjul which, except in case of some unforeseen event, was to have been 
evacuated by Sunday night. According to reports from unofficial sources, it was 
possible that Commonwealth forces consisting of Nigerian soldiers would replace the 
Senegalese troops. 


The landing on Friday 3° October, of two Puma vehicies, belonging to the Senegal- 
ese Army, at MacCarthy Square (Banjul's central square) and the deployment of 30 

men in combat dress, whom these vehicles carried to the church where the funeral was 
being held for Commander Mahoney, second in command of the Field Forces (who had been 
assassinated a few days earlier) had been enough to nip in the bud the riot that had 
been planned for the end of the ceremony. At the same time, approximately 100 other 
men neutralized the Yundoum Airport and the Field Forces camp at Bacau in the out- 
skirts of town. By the next morning, reinforcements had compieted the disposition 

of troops and, since then, calm has reigned in Banjul. 


Once the surprise effect had died down, scarcely 48 hours later, a feeling of uneasi- 
ness began to develop in both countries, intensified by the silence kept by official 
circles both at Dakar and Banjul, a silence which was to be broken the following 
Sunday by a strange communique issued by the Gambian Government which stated, in the 
face of all evidence, that the Senegalese troops had only come to participate in 
“joint maneuvers” with the Field Forces. By refusing to admit that it was upon the 
request of President Jawara, who had felt threatened, that the Senegrlese troops 

had intervened, the Gambian authorities thus gave the impression that they regretted 
having called on their neighbor for assistance, of allowing themselves to force the 
hand of their neighbor. Lengthy secret meetings, apart from the work of the annual 
session of the jojnt Senegalese-Gambian joint commission, which was being held at 
Banjul, were required to make the Gambian authorities publicly admit the truth on 
Wednesday, again by a second enigmatic dispatch which was cosigned by the Senecalese. 


Furthermore, it does appear that, although it may have seemed to be justified at the 
moment, this Senegalese intervention in a former crown colony was no. highly appre- 
ciated in certain British circles. Similarly, reservations must also have been form 
ulated by the Americans who are firmly settled in Banjul and who appear to be quite 
interested in the Yundoum Airport, which might possibly serve them as a point of 
support more effectively than does Dakar-Yoff.

[Text] Returning to Mauritius, after an official visit to lnadia, the Mauritian prime 
minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, yesterday made a technical stopover at Point 
Larue Airperct, where he was greeted .y Jacques Hodoul, foreign affairs minister, and 
Jeremie Bonnelance, principal secretary. Answering questions from journalists, in 
the State Room of the International Airport, the Mauritian prime minister described 
the bilateral relations between Seychelles and Mauritius as good. 


He added: “There are numerous questions which require that we work together to 
preserve our se@,arate identities and to preserve peace and harmony in this region of 
the Indian Ocean," before relay ing hie greetings and those of the Mauritian 
people to President Rene and to the Seychelles people. Asked about the increased 
arms race in this region, Seewoosagur Ramgoolam declared that he regrets it; because, 
and he added, “we desire to see this region remain an area of peace, where the local 
people devote themselves to development work for their prosperity; and not an area 
of tensions in a state of cold war.” 


On the question of Diego Garcia Leland ownership, the Mauritian prime minister did 
recall that it belongs to Mauritius and that it is an integral part of its terri- 
torial waters. “But,” he added, “we ceded it to Great Britain, which in turn has 
ceded it to the United States and we are making sure that our sovereignty is recog- 
nized by Great Britain and the United States." 


However, the prime minister hinted, even after regaining this sovereignty, American 
forces could be maintained on Diego Garcia Island, "All parties must reach agreement 
with Mauritius and we are not hostile to American presence, as we would obtain some 
advantages in return" he said. 


Asked whether his country would fully take part in the upcoming Colombo conference 
on Indian Ocean jemilitarization, and whether he intended to look favorably on the 
similar initiative from the Malagasy president for another conference, the Mauritian 
prime minister has underlined that his country would participate in every conference 
dealing with problems of the region.

DUMONT BOOK CRITICAL OF ZAMBIA, TANZANIA

The general situation "far from improving is continuing to get worse and is becom- 
ing absolutely dramatic.” 


Tanzania is taken to task for imposing a harsh socialism "imposed from above" and 
for allowing the bureaucracy to take power out of the hands of the people, 


President Julius Nyerere refused to publish Prof Dumont's report, 


Turning to Zambia, Prof Dumont claims that Zambia's increasing reliance on South 
Africa was due not so much to problems arising from che Rhodesian war, but from a 
system that failed to produce rural manpower which resulted in the need to import 
food, 


He says “copper madness" had done little more for Zambia than encourage vast 
politically volatile shanty townships occupied by the half-educated, 


The professor points an accusing finger at the growing and corrupt bureaucratic 
bleck leak on West Africa and predicts generalised famine by the end of the 
century with the former French colonies becoming deserts and sinking deeper into 
near colonialism, 
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Bad agricultural planning had paid “Ivory Coast miracles," 


Prof Dumont sprang to fame or to notoriety with his book "False Start in Africa," 
His point in his new work is that the African continent is still on the wrong 
course and his warning 18 years ago has gone unheeded, 


During his visit to Zambia and Tanzania last year, he came in for some critical 
examination himself not least in the editorial columns of the TIMES OF ZAMBIA,

SOUTH AFRICAN ATTACKS STRICTLY AIMED AT CIVILIAN TARGETS

[Text] We have received for publication the following press re- 
lease from the Department for Politico-Ideological Education, 
Propaganda, and Information of the MPLA-Labor Party Central Com 
mittee. 


The Pretoria racists, who are repressing by force of arms the most basic rights of 
the black population of the Republic of South Africa and occupied Namibia, are seri- 
ously threatening international peace and security through their constant attacks 

on Angolan territory. 


Wich every day that passes, the constant and systematic armed provocations by the 
Republic of South Africa are taking on the appearance of a real escalation of unde- 
clared war against our people. 


As was reported just yesterday in a communique published in Luanda by the Ministry 
of Defense, the southern part of the free and sovereign territory of the People's 
Republic of Angola continues to be the scene of daily violations of our frontiers by 
racist South African ground forces or aircraft. Those actions are a very clear and 
flagrant demonstration of the aggressiveness of Pretoria's racist and warmongering 
rulers toward the Angolan Revolution. 


As was mentioned in the document from the Angolan Ministry of Defense, such daily 

violations have the sole objective of trying to keep our people and their military 
units stationed in the southern part of the territory in a permanent state of ten- 
sion, thus preventing the socioeconomic and harmonious development of those areas 

of our country. 


Beyond all the pretexts cited by the racists to justify their warmongering actions, 
the fact is that in the field, any impartial observer cannot fail to note that all 
the murderous fury of the South African soldiery falls solely on the defenseless in- 
habitants of Angola's Cunene, Kuando-Kubango, and Mocamedes provinces. The pretext 
is one thing, and the objectives are something else. They say they are trying to 
neutralize SWAPO bases. But the true fact is that their acts of aggression fall on 
Angolans--on peaceful people committed to the process of national reconstruction. 


In short, the direct objective of the racists is Angola and its revolution--an at- 
tempt, through all kinds of planned actions, at its destabilization. 
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As was recognized just recently by experts from the UN Commission on Human Rights, 
the Republic of South Africa is carrying on an undeclared war against the People's 
Republic of Angola. In short, the criminal actions of the racists are an integral 
part of Pretoria's policy aimed at terrorizing the Angolan people, who have opted 
for the path of progress‘ve development. Those actions contradict the principle of 
respect for the country's sovereignty, one of the most important principles of in- 
ternational law. 


In the first 6 months of this year, 529 provocations were perpetrated against our 
people. The culmination of the escalation of military criminal pressure on our 
country by the racists was the big invasion carried out last June. Using the most 
sophisticated air power, along with heavy artillery and armor of the most diverse 
types, and supported by mercenaries of the most incredible and strangest origins, 
in addicion to lackeys, South African units penetrated more than 60 kilometers into 
the territory of the People's Republic of Angola. The aggressors bestially mas~ 
sacred peaceful inhabitants. There wece 322 dead, the great majority of them old 
people, women, and chilaien. 


As can easily be seen, the Republic of South Africa could not perpetrate its provo- 
cations against Angola without active support from certain Western capitalist powers. 
It is no secret from anyone, even the least aware, that close economic contacts 

exist with the Republic of South Africa. Those maintaining such contacts have a 
continuing interest in exploiting the natural and human resources in the southern 
part of the continent. Because of that, the United States and a number of other 
Western powers oppose the implementation of effective measures aimed at putting an 
end to the aggressive ambitions of the Republic of South Africa. 


They refused to condemn the Republic of South Africa's invasion of Angola when they 
abstained from the Security Council vote on the resolution demanding the immediate 
withdrawal of Pretoria's troops from Angola and calling for assistance to ovr young 
country in strengthening its defense capabiiity. 


Again this weekend, supported by fighter-bombers and helicopters, strong South Afri- 
can military contingents once more penetrated our territory. And as has always hap- 
pened, the fury of the Pretoria criminals fell on those unable to defend themselves-- 
the working people, who were surprised while at their production tasks. At a dis- 
tance of more than 50 kilometers from the frontier, the racists fell upon the settle- 
ment of Danguena. They burned and destroyed everything. The people were savagely 
strafed as they fled. Nineteen bodies were found shot on the ground. Three brave 
members of the People's Defense Organization attempted to sell their lives dear. 

But unfortunately, being armed only with rifles, they could not do anything and 

were massacred right there. Their shredded bodes were gathered up later. They 

were unrecognizable, something that well demonstrates the bestial spirit of the 
racist soldiery. 


Also attacked by racist aircraft was the community of Iona in our Mocamedes Province. 
On their way to kill for the sake of killing, and while the Mirages and Puma heli- 
copters provided cover, the infantrymen massacred seven citizens. 


Those were operations which intrinsically cannot fail to disgrace the people who 
planned and executed them. There was nothing military about them, because in fact 
they were on the level of pure banditry. 
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In Windhoek on Tuesday, it was indeed very easy to draw up a communique whose tone 
was one of a great military victory--it is indeed easy to describe as victories 

acts of banditry against members of the people who cannot defend themselves. That 
is the language of cowards. The shamelessness is now reaching that point and touch- 
ing the limits of cynicism, which is 80 appropriate to professional murderers. 


All of this is happening--it needs to be said--at a time when the South Afvican 
racists are welcoming an important UN delegation for talks on Namibia's accession 

to independence. And the intention of the racists is very clear. At the negociat- 
ing tables they are trying to stall for time, while at the same time, through their 
attacks on Angola, they are sabotaging in the field the plans accepted by the parties 
beforehand for an acceptable solution to the Namibian problem. But their efforts 
will be in vain. 


The struggle continues.

The seriousness of the attacks unleashed by sizable land and air forces, which are 
affecting the peaceful inhabitants of Cunene, Kuando Kubango, and Mocamedes prov- 
inces, was opportunely denounced by the Ministry of Defense in a commur ue, dis- 
tributed in Luanda, which categorized the attitude of the South African racists as 
an obvious act of sabotage against the resumption of talks concerning the granting 
of independence to the illegally occupied territory of Namibia. 


This latest example of Pretoria’'s warmongering paranoia is more than a provocation 
against the Angolan people--who will be able to respond with the strength and deter- 
mination they have always shown--and the truly free and independent countries of 
Africa. It is also a direct affront to the United Nations and Secretary General 

Dr Kurt Waldheim. It is a calculated insult, the result not only of the irrational 
policy being obstinately pursued by South Africae but especially of the passive atti- 
tude of the international community and particularly the five Western powers, which 
today are still hesitating to honor the commitments made to the parties interested, 
through the right they have won, in a reaceful solution to the Namibian problem. 


International public opinion is now sufficiently enlightened and informed concerning 
the clear stand fully taken by the MPLA-Labor Party and the Angolan Government and 
people in the context of southern Africa, which is currently experiencing an explo- 
sive situation fueled by the criminal nature of the odious regime of apartheid. We 
have never concealed the internatioralist support that the People's Republic of 
Angola gives to its brother people is Namibia--a response, be it said, to the demands 
of the international community as expressed in numerous resolutions by the OAU and 
the UN Security Council and General Assembly. 
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This position is one of principle which the Angolan people have adopted with courage, 
pride, and determination.

His statements can 
be interpreted as a still timid and shamefaced indication of understanding and re- 
spect for the principles which we have adopted as a free and sovereign people and 
which we have not renounced. 


We can draw exactly the same inference from tte speech delivered before the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly by Freitas do Amaral, the Portuguese minister of foreign affairs, who 
praised the Angolan Government's important contribution to the United Nations in 
the process of liberating Namibia.

The reasons leading to the adoption of those measures, particularly as concerns the 
soft drink companies, included abandonment by the managing bodies or owners, the 
sharp drop (© production levels, and deviation from the company purpose--that is, 
the firm's function--ae was the case with the Luso-German Company, Ltd., which has 
now been taken over. 


The confiscations, nationalizations, and takeovers by the state thus emerge as a 
way of defending the interests of the Angolan people, particvlarly the © rcking sec- 
tors, by giving the state the right to manage the life of the enterprise in question 
in such a way as to place it in the service of national reconstruction. 


That fact alone presupposes the assumption of greater responsibility by the workers 

in the enterprises involved and by the officials in the government sectors to which 
those enterprises are responsible. What this actually means is that on the one 

hend, the workers must increase their productive capacity and be careful to main- 

tain « healthy climate of comradeship and discipline. At the same time, it also 
obliges the ministries and national directorates directly responsible to see to 

their smooth operation--speciv‘ically in the way of supplies and technical maintenance-- 
and to insure correct economic and financial management in accordance with plans 

based on the realities in each unit. 


In short, what it means is that for an enterprise that has been nationalized, con- 
f.ecated, or taken over to really represent a true victory by the working classes, 
the thing that counts basically is the way in which its life is managed from the 
moment when it legally becomes the property of the people.

HUAMBO, BENGUELA, BIE ELECTRICITY SUPPLY--"The power shortages that have affected 
Benguela, Huambo, and Bie provinces for a long time ended on Friday as a result of 
the return of the rainy season, which has made it possible to increase the flow of 
the Catumbela River and to resume normal hydropower production in keeping with the 
capacity of the machinery.” That announcement was made yesterday by Carvalho Simoes, 
national director of electric energy, during a meeting with our country's news media. 
And in another communique, the National Directorate of Electric Energy explains that 
the reduced flow of the Catumbela River was due to the lack of rainfall, which pre- 
vented the normal production of electric energy, and to the simultaneous occurrence 
of serious damage to the gas turbine generating set at the emergency thermoelectric 
powerplant installed next to the dam in Biopio.

Thermoplastic Plant 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 14 Nov 80 pp 1, 5 


[Text] Addis Ababa (EH)--The Ethiopian Foam and Thermoplastic Industry is exert- 
ing maximum efforts to accelerate its production activities and to respond to the 
ever-increasing demand of the public for its products, said Comrade Seifu Meshesha, 
General Manager of P. Thomas Tellefsen Company and the Ethiopian Foam and Thermo- 
plastic Industry during an interview with THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD, 


The general manager said that the Foam and Thermoplastic Industry being the nation's 
major producer of thermoplastic products and the sole producer of foam pro. .cts has 
been and still is doing every thing in its power to partially alleviate the pre- 
vailing shortage of thermoplastic products and to popularize the use of foam 
products. According to Comred Seifu, the industry produced both foam and thermo- 
plastic products valued at a cost of 3,620,292 Birr during the 1972 calendar year, 
thereby surpassing the target set for the year by over ten per cent. 


Major thermoplastic products of the firm are buckets, jugs and wash basing plates, 
cups and saucers, plastic drinking glasses, baby chambers, bowels, serving trays, 
seal fresh boxes and jerrycans. The industry also produces and supplies form 
products to the various furniture factories and to mattress and pillow producers 
in the country. 


At present, th. industry is producing the 24 kinds of its products with only four 
machines by changing moulds and raising the number of working shifts in order to 
least meet 10 to 15 per cent of the public demand, the general manager revealed. 
Eariier, he continued, the firm was operating with a single machine. In realiza- 
tion of the increasing public demand for plastic products, ic was urgently needed 
to add three more new machines which helped to raise the fi-. s production capacity 
and contributed towards a partial alleviation of the shortage of the products. 


Due Attention 


Comrade Seifu however made particular note of the fact that although the industry 
Strives to utilize its maximum production capacity, it is still hard to fully meet 
the growing public demand until and unless more machines are installed and production 
activities in this area are extended. 


This, according to the general manager, is some thing very important and needs due 
attention from concerned authorities. 


As regards the distribution of foam and thermoplastic products, Comrade Seifu said, 
the firm distributes its products through its sales agent--P. Thomas Tellefsen 
Company. Priorities in the sales of the products are given to mass organizations 
such as Higher Kebeles and peasants’ associations. 


Asked to comment on any advantages of producing these items locally over directly 
importing them, Comrade Seifu said that although all raw materials are imported from 
abroad, local production is still advantageous since the country saves quite a sub- 
stantial amount of foreign currency this way. 
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Employment opportunities and che technical knowhow in the produccion of the items 
are also additional benefits that can be derived from the loca: production of the 
products, he reiterated, 


For his part, Comrade Wondwossen Feleke, chairman of the workers' union of the 
Ethiopian Foam and Thermoplastic Industry highlighted the initiative and enthus- 
iasm being displayed by the labour force towards boosting production. 


Comrade Wondwossen stressed that the increased productivity and enthusiastic in- 
volvement of the workers is directly attributable to the increase in their level 
of consciousness and their awareness of the prevailing conditions of the country. 


He also commented on the health atmosphere and the smooth relationship that exist 
between the management and the workforce. The total number of the firm's workforce 
is 54. 


Faffa Foods Plant 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 15 Nov 80 pp l, 5 


[Text] Addis Ababa (EH)--The Faffa Foods Plant, initially established as a small 
pilot factory in 1968, is currently exerting a tremendous effort to combat mal- 
nutrition and diseases resulting from deficiencies in calories, protein, minerals 
and vitamins. The plant, which earlier was under the Ethiopian Nutrition In- 
stitute (ENI), has been producing different types of nutritious food items since 
its imcorpcration in the Ministry of Industry in 1979. 


The foregoing statements were made here Thursday to a reporter of THE ETHIOPIAN 
HERALD by Comrade Belete Beyene, General Manager of the Faffa Foods Plant. Comrade 
Belete asserted that the major task of the plant is the production, in bulk and 
quality, of baby foods and their systematic distribution to the broad mass at low 
prices. To this end, the General Manager disclosed, the plant has been producing 
such baby foods as Faffa (wheat-flour with soyabeans, milk and ten types of vita- 
mins), dube (a popular product rich in vitamins, iodized salt and protein, and 
particularly well-nourishing to pregnant women, lactating mothers children and per- 
sons im drought-affected areas), Meten (cooked food item for children) and Edget 
(baby powder milk). Ic is envisaged that the production of shiro, fried ard 
powdered peas used for making sausage, would commence in the immediate future, 

he added. 


Increased Production 


Comrade Belete further disclosed that the plant had produced 7,454 tons of baby 
foods during the 1972 Ethiopian Calendar year. This shows a substantial increase 
over the production of the previous year which stood at 4,063 toms, he added. 
The initial small pilot plant produced only 368 tons of Faffa in 1968, Comrade 
Belete recalled. Provided that certain facilities are available, he went on, the 
plant has a capacity of producing 12,000 tons of baby foods per year. 


The products of the Faffa plant are of World Health Organisation (WHO) standard 
and hence internationally recognised, Comrade Belete reiterated. International 
organisation like UNICEF, OXFAM, the Christian Relief Development Association and 
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the International Red Cross, the General Manager asserted, are purchasing the 
products of the Faffa Foods Plant. During the Ethiopian calenday year of 1972 
alone, these international organisations bought over 3,650,000 Birr worth of Faffa. 
This confidence that international agencies have in the stancard of the plant has 
earned the country the same amount of foreign currency in cash, he added. 


Comrade Belete emphatically noted that the plant is a non-profit organization and 
as a result sells a quarter of a kilogram of Faffa at 0.25 cents. This has been 
possible, said the General Manager, mainly due to the enormous support on the part 
of the Revolutionary Government by way of exempting the plant from taxation and 
the subsidy of the Swedish International Development Authority (SIDA). 


The plant conducts a thorough inspection scheme to see to it that the products 

are sold at the set prices and that they are not hoarded by profiteering merchants, 
Comrade Belete observed. To this end, he went on, the plant has set up branch 
offices in Dire Dawa, Mekele, Bahr Dar, Jimma and Awassa for distribution and in- 
Spection purposes. In addition to these, the plant has commission agents stationed 
in Gimbi, Gondar and Dilla, he added. He further disclosed that the plant gives 
priority to drought-affected areas, mass organisations, hospitals and health 
centres with the intention of facilitating fair distribution to the broad masses. 
The plant also envisages to open branches in In Goba and Dessie in the near 
future. 


Future Plans 


Speaking of future plans, Comrade Belete Beyene asserted that the plant envisages 

to raise the production of shiro from the current 154 tons to 400 tons in the 
Ethiopian calendar year of 1973. He is of the opinion that this product has at- 
tained great popularity among agri.ultural workers in state farms. The plant also 
intends to build new stores, introduce up-to-date machinery and make certain changes 
in the already existing machines. According to Comrade Belete, the plant plans to 
supply bakeries with ingredients like protein and iodized salt with the intention 

of minimizing cases of goitre in the country. 


It was learned that the set target of the plant for the current calendar year is 
8,450 tons of baby foods. It was further found out that the plant has 140 employees, 
a laboratory for internal quality control and a tasting kitchen.

LIVESTOCK, CROP, MILK PRODUCTION, YIELDS DESCRIBED 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 13 Nov &v p 7 


[Text] Addis Ababa (EH)--Research undertaken by the International Livestock centre 
for Africa (ILCA) has proved the most outstanding yet achieved in ILCA's field 
programme. The introduction of forages and a crossbred cow into an intensified 
cropping system has increased the income of the family of the peasant by 50 per 
cent and has produced a six-fold increase in milk yield. Research now focuses on 
further intensification of forage production and the use of the crossbred, cows for 
animal traction, 


While appraising the activities of the centre in Africa Mr. C. deHaan, Director of 
Research said that since ILCA's headquarters is in Addis Ababa, the highlands of 
Ethiopia has become a logical foci.s on ILCA's research. 


The prevailing agricultural system in most African highland areas, he said, is small 
holding farming, focusing primarily on subsistance crops, with livestock production 
a subsidiu.y compo: ent of the arable farming system. Within this general pattern, 
it was noted, however, there is a wide range of land-use systems, influenced by 
substantial variations in climate, topography, soils and socio-economic conditions. 


High-Potential Area 


Revolutionary Ethiopia, he said, has the largest highland area of any African 
nation, covering 490,000 square kms. or almost half of the country, and including 
approximate ly 70 per cent of the national human and livestock populations. He 
added that although meat and milk production in the Ethiopian highlands are tradi- 
tionally less important than arable farwing, the agricultural system of the area 
make extensive use of animal draught power and provision of feed for draught ani- 
mals is a central component of the production system. 


The first research programme was planned, according to the director, for a rela- 
tively high-potential area, combining livestock and cereal production, and in 1977 
the Revolutionary “overnment offered a 160-hectare site fcr a research station at 
Debre Zeit. In 1979, the centre was provided with a second 280-hectare site at 
Debre Perhan. Research at these sites is being conducted in co-operation with the 
Ethiopian Institute for Agricultural Research (IAR) and the University of Addis 
Ababa, which has a field station at Debre Zeit. 
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Mr. De. Haan said that in both LLCA's research areas, work has focused on increas~ 
ing the productivity of subsisetance crops with improved seed and fetilizers so that 
areas are released for fodder production which can be used to support improved 
livestock. 


Better Technology 


According to the director, in Revolutionary Ethiopia quch more atte ition is being 
given to produce better fed livestock. Research at Debre Zeit ana Debre Berhan 
includes, however, studies to adopt better technology on livestock management and 
animal traction, 


The introduction of crossbred cows at the two research stations will lead to the 
eventual introduction of crossbred oxen, it was revealed. The research director 
said that preliminary observations indicate that crossbreds can plough 50 percent 
faster than local animals using traditional implements. Crossbred cows, he said, 
were used for traction in one research farm at Debre Zeit in 1979. Initial re- 
sults were promising, with 2 or 3 hours of work a day, causing only small re- 
duction in milk production. 


Mr. De. Haan further noted that the alternative energy sources for household use 
are being explored so that cattle manure, which is now dried and burned as fuel, 
can be returned to the soil to maintain fertility. 


The centre, according to the research director, has a good working relationship 
with the Third Livestock Development Project. The centre in collabora ion with 


the project conducts research pro’ amme, data collection and on-the-spot experi- 
mentation

DAMS, CANAL, OTHER DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS DETAILED 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 13 Nov £6 pp 1, 7 


\Text) Addis Ababa (ENA)~-A medium-sized irrigation dam has been constructed in 
Jabi-Tihnan district, Gojjam region, and work on a seven-kilometre canal is to 
start soon. 


This was disclosed at the end of last week during a tour of inspection conducted 
in the area by Comrade Tekola Dejene, First Deputy Secretary General of the Na- 
tional Revolutionary Development Campaign and Central Planning Supreme Council 
(NRDC-CPSC) and COPWE Central Committee member, who aleo made a similar inspection 
tour of Gondar region. 


The new dam in Jabi-Tihnan district is one of the four medium-sized irrigation 
dams planned to be built under a dam construction project in the region. 


A total 171,660 Birr has been spent on the Jabi-Tihnan dam project. It was built 
through the joint effort of the Revolutionary Government, the European Economic 
Community (EEC) and five peasants’ associations in the locality. 





The Revolutionary Government and the EEC contributed 50,530 Birr and the peasants 
provided labour estimated at 121,110 Birr. 


With the irrigation facilities, it is hoped that the peasants would cultivate 
coffee, fruits, oil seeds, pepper and sugar cane. The dam took two years to com- 
plete. 


Present during the tour of inspection were Mr. B. Zimmer, EEC agricultural advisor 
and acting delegate, Mr. H. Okorn, EEC technical advisor, and Comrade Birru Ittissa, 
Acting General Manager of the Ethiopian Water Works’ Construction Authority. 


The other dams to be built in the region would be located at Kulti, Fetam and Tikur 
Woha. It was learnt that construction on the Tikur Woha dam will begin in two 
week's time. 


Comrade Tekola and the team led by him also saw a dam site at the Chemoka River 
where a dam for electricity will be set up. The power plant at this dam is pro- 
jected to supply electricity for debre Markos and 13 other towns. The existing 
power plant operates with naphtha and water, it was stated. 
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Other development projects were also inspected by Comrade Tekola. The NRDC-CPSC 
official visited peasants’ producers’ co-operatives and held extensive talke with 
their representatives. The office-bearers of the peasants’ producers’ co-oper- 
atives explained to Comrade Tekola the difficulties they had overcome and their 
future plane. 


Two of the peasants’ producers’ co-operative informed Comrade Tekola that they 
would produce 1,300 quintale of grain during the current crop year and that they 
were in the process of building a silo for storing their produce. 


Another major agricultural project which the NRDC-CPSC official visited was the 
Bir Shelleko state tarm. There the NRDC-CPSC official was told that peasants of 
the region had played an active role in the collection of the farm's harvest.

The 
members of this nationality are being settled in a locality where they practise 
farming and cattle breeding. They are given adequate education in farming and 
cattle breeding by experts from the North-east Livestock Resources Organization and 
the Ministry of Agriculture. Besides, a vast pasture land has been demarcated for 
their cattle in their surroundings. Six peasants’ associations in Doubti district 
own three tractors, a truck and four ambulances while another association owns a 
tractor and a truck of its own. It is to be recalled that Afar nationality was one 
of the most neglected nationality during the discredited regime. The Afars used to 
lead an entirely nomadic life roaming from place to place in search of pasture for 
their cattle.

GUM RESOURCES SAID PROMISING--Addis Ababa (EH)--Ethiopia foresees bright prospects 
in the harnessing and export of natural resins especially with the creation of 
conducive conditions towards the qualitative and quantitative production of the re- 
source under consideration and the introduction of effective and efficient utili- 
zation of the nation's natural gum potential. This was stated by Comrade Merkorewos 
Hiwet, head of the Planning and Programming Service of the Forest Products Processing 
and Marketing Corporation, during an interview with THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD. Comrade 
Herkorewos said Ethiopia possesses great concentration of natural gum producing 
trees whose growth areas are distributed throughout the country with some areas 
known for the growth of the trees in abundance.

Although not identified yet, 
the growth of natural gum producing trees is also assumed in the remaining three 
regions, it was learned. The varieties of natural gum potential are gum olibanun, 
gum Arabic, gum myrrh, gum oppoponax and wasp incense. Of all these varieties, gum 
olibanum which at present has a high commercial value is the highest potential of 
the nation.

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FRENCH JAGUAR PLANES ARRIVE AT LIBREVILLE AIRPORT 
Paris LE MONDE in French 27 Nov 80 p 4 


[Text] Accompanied by an aerial resupply C-135 aircraft, 4 Jaguar attack planes 
of the French Air Force arrived in Libreville (Gabon) at the beginning of this 
week after a nonstop flight from France. 


Officially, their arrival in Libreville is said to be a training exercise in long- 
distance flying for the crew, as was already the case in the past, beginning in 
1977, in various African countries as well as Djibouti. However, the Jaguar 
planes had participated in defense and attack operations, notably in Chad and 
Mauritania. 


The four Jaguar planes now in Libreville are part of the tactical air units sta- 
tioned in the eastern region of France, and some of the squadrons are able to 
undertake overseas missions. 


The Jaguar, a supersonic attack plane armed with 2 cannons, bombs and rockets, 
has an operational radius of 700 to 800 kms when flying at low altitudes, and of 
1,100 kms at high altitudes. In the event one of the protagonists in the present 
Chad conflict would request the intervention of the French Jaguars, the distance 
between, say, Libreville and Ndjamena-—-1,450 kms--would make the use of the 

C-135 resupply aircraft necessary; the planes could also use an intermediate 
stop such as Bangui in the Central African Republic. Part of their mission 
would have to be at low altitudes to avoid anti-aircraft attacks. 


For the present, therefore, and in consideration of technical constraints, the 


Jaguar planes in Libreville seem to have been dispatched to Gabon to reassure 
primarily certain African countries reportedly worried about events in Chad.

PRESS COMMENTS ON EXPULSION OF LIBYAN DIPLOMATS 
AB211734 Accra Domestic Service in English 1300 GMT 21 Nov 80 


{Excerpts} Last Monday, the government announced the expulsion of the entire 
staff of the Libyan Embassy in Accra. This action is the subject of comment 
in three papers today. 


THE PEOPLE'S EVENING NEWS is drawn into the controversy by what it describes 
as the harsh action taken against a friendly progressive country like Libya. 
It says Libya, for reasons of her progressive stand in African politics, 

has of late been blamed for all political instability in almost all the 
reactionary governments in Africa. It is now the turn of the reactionary 
governments in West Africa to blame their political woes on Libya as 
evidenced by accusations from Chad, Senegal, the Gambia and now Ghana. The 
paper maintains that the destruction of Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi and the Libyan 
revolution will not stop the people's revolution in Africa. What 
reactionaries tend to forget is that a revolution is sowed in a given 
country until it germinates before it is [word indistinct] to consume what 
are considered to be parasites around it. The EVENING NEWS notes that Ghana 
urgently needs economic assistance from Libya since it cannot live on vain 
promises from Washington and Lagos. If the government thinks it has enough 
grounds to prove its case against Libya's involvement in Ghana's internal 
affairs, it should have completely broken off diplomatic relations with 
Libya. it further says: We have been forced to conclude that there is 

an international conspiracy with the CIA teaming up with Ghana's present 
security set-up to cause confusion in the country. If Dr Limann has anyone 
to be afraid of, it should be his own security set-up. If he cares to find 
out, we are sure he will be told that it was the same security system which 
toppled Kwame Nkrumah and all the governments which came after him. At the 
moment he can say without fear that nobody is subverting the Limann 
administration from the civilian sector. It is rather the security machinery 
which is actively doing so by not giving the country's leaders the peace 

of mind to tackle the nation's problems. We demand that the special branch 
and the military intelligence should stop interfering with the smooth 
administrative machinery of the country. 


THE PUNCH has a different opinion of the issue. In its view, the Libyans 
have exploited the economic poverty of the African nations with which they 
have diplomatic relations to their selfish advantage. This, according to 
the paper, has become manifest through what it calls the indiscriminate use 
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of the power of ite wealth to cover ite activities against selected African 
states of strategic importance. The dictionary of Al-Qadhdhafi has expanded 
to consist of terms which possess the most lethal definitions for over- 
throwing legitimate governments with the aim of spreading Libyan influence. 
It refers to Libyan sctivities in Chad and the Gambia and says: We may not 
have all the oil money in the world, we may not possess millions of idle 

and useless dollare in the hoids of Swiss banks but in terms of human decency, 
dignity and human rights we are extremely proud, If Libya will not [few 
words indistinct) according to the basic norms of diplomacy, then their 
blood money certainly has no place in her present gloomy economic orbit. 

{as heard) The Limann administration deserves warm congratulations for 
asserting once more that Ghana in all her relationships with other nations 
has never accepted the subservient role by playing second fiddle to some 
mighty economic godfather. 


In the (?thoughts) of a native daughter column of THE MIRROR, the writer 
comes out from another angle on the expulsion of the Libyan diplomats. In 
her view any conduct grave enough to warrant the expulsion of an entire 
African embassy staff should be fully explained to the public; more so when 
the country is an oil-exporting country and the embassy is barely a year old. 
The writer wonders who the secrecy that shrouded the official statement is 
protecting since it gives room for rumors and negates the concept of open 
government which Ghanaians have heard so much about. 


The writer wonders if the embassy of the Socialist People's Libyan Arab 
Jamahiriyah has been closed down forever or if a new set of staff will be 
welcome. She is also puzzled by the [word indistinct] way in which such 
a drastic measure was taken. [sentence indistinct] The writer concludes 
her column by saying that everybody knows that hospitality is Ghana's 
unwritten motto but there is no need to stretch it as far as to apologize 
for expelling people who are supposedly doing something inimical to the 
host country.

THIRD JOINT FRENCH-MALAGASY COMMISSION NEGOTIATIONS 
FMG 2.2 Billion 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 31 Oct 80 pp 1,2 


[Text] After a few hours of delay beyond the original schedule--a quite natural 
development since it concerned a meeting of such importance--the Third Joint Franco- 
Malagasy Commission, which opened on Tuesday [28 October] in Tananarive, closed 
yesterday [30 October] with the official signature of the documents prepared during 
this session of the commission, provided for in the general cooperation agreement 

of 4 Jume 1973 between France and Madagascar. All of the declarations of intention, 
which were expressed during the inaugural session, yesterday [30 October] were 
appropriately carried out. 


The French contribution for 1981--consisting solely of nonreimbursable assistance-- 
will reach a total "never previously attained," as French Minister of Cooperation 
Robert Galley stated yesterday [30 October], amounting to more than FMG 2.2 billion. 
This confirmed certain forecasts which were made before the meeting that the assis- 
tance would open new perspectives in Franco-Malagasy relations. Before lifting the 
veil on what he called the "material aspects" of the session Mr Robert Galley warmly 
applauded the views previously expressed by Malagasy Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Christian Remi Richard. The latter, in effect, expressed vibrant appreciation for 
the "understanding" of France concerning our problems in agreeing to help us to carry 
out our “numerous as well as varied" projects. 


Mr Robert Galley had stated that he was sensitive to the fact that Mr Christian Remi 
Richard placed Franco-Malagasy cooperation in a new light. This cooperation certainly 
goes back for a number of years, but historical developments have vt succeeded in 
destroying it. In short, the leader of our diplomacy expressed all of his "gratitude 
to France. Mr Robert Galley responded by stating that these views had gone "straight 
to the heart," and certainly “to the heart of President Giscard d'Estaing." All of 
that well illustrates the atmosphere of serenity which reigned over the work of the 
commission. 


On Wednesday [29 October] the committee on "Cooperation" ended its discussions at 
about 1:00 4am, Yesterday [30 October], at 2:00 am, before the departure of the plane 
which was to take them back to Paris, the members of the French delegation were still 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs for this closing ceremony. What came out of 

this veritable marathon? Many things which should be credited to the Franco-Malagasy 
cooperation, which truly deserves to be cited as an example. "French solidarity," 
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mentioned on hie arrival on Tuesday (28 October) by Mr Robert Galley, was transformed 
yesterday |30 October) by Minister Christian Remi Richard into "the solidarity be- 
tween our peoples” when the latter learned from the lips of the chief of the French 
delegation that, despite the present world economic crisis which does not spare a 
country like France, the latter is always ready to help Madagascar, “convinced that 
this will consolidat. even more an already very old friendship." 


According to Mr Robert Galley, his meeting on Wednesday (29 uctobher| with President 
Didier Kateiraka further reinforced the determination of hie delegation to make this 
third meeting of the Joint French-Malagasy Commission a success, whatever the cost. 
This cooperation between France and Madagascar is therefore a living reality. France 
will continue--and by a long way--to be our principal partner. 


In the light of everything said yesterday [30 October] at Anosy, where no one seemed 
in any way to be in a hurry to leave, despite the approach of the time for departure 
and also despite the bad weather outside, the future will be even more promising. 
For Rakotovao Razakaboana, minister attached to the Presidency for finance and 
planning, this session was nothing like a routine meeting. It permitted the beginning 
. 4 “common reflection” on solutions for the future, on major national and inter- 
national projects. If the coal of Sakoa, the tar sands of Bemolanga, and all the 
large-scale projects which we think about are to be carried out, France has stated 
that it is ready, here and now, to say “yes” to our proposals. The fact that Minister 
Rakotovao Razakaboana emphasized at some length the unusual character of this 
occasion demonstrates the importance with which the two parties already regard their 
cooperation in these areas. 


A final word? The figures speak for themselves. And based on this reality there is 
also this common will to ensure the success of healthy and fruitful cooperation be- 
tween the two parties, where words are followed by actions. it happens--more often 
than one may think--that the two do not necessarily go together.

Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 3] Oct 80 pp il, 2 


{Text} 1) The joint ministerial organism provided for in the general cooperation 
agreement of 4 June 1973 met for the third time in Tananarive from 26 to WO October 
1980. 


The French delegation was headed by Robert Galley, minister ~* vpesutiicocr The 
work of the committee on "cooperation" was led by M‘_.el Van Grevenynghe, directo, 
of cultural and technical cooperation, and the sork of the committee on general 
affairs was led by Jean Gueguinou, deputy “.rector of African and Malagasy affairs. 


The Malagasy delegation was headed jo atly by Rakotovao Razakaboana, minister attached 
to the Presidency for finance and p.anning, and Christian Remi Richard, minister of 
foreign affairs. The work of th committee on cooperation was led respectively by 
Jocelyn Rafidinarivo, technice. counselor of the minister of finance and planning; 
Assomany, director of plann!.g and policy of the education service; and Daniel 
Rakotomavo, director of program planning for problems of technical assistance, 
cultural affairs, and irvestment. The work of the committee on general affairs was 
led >y Paul Rakotondrrsasy, dierctor of bilateral relations. 
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Alter having congratulated Kobert Galley on hie reappointment as minister of cooper- 
ation, Christian Kemi Richard reviewed the friendly and fruitful cooperation bewteen 
the two countries and recalled the interest which the Democratic Republic of Madagas- 
car attaches to the conference on the Indian Ocean Zone of Peace, to which the French 
president gave his agreement in principle for the participation of the French Republic. 


Mr Robert Galley, on his part, expressed appreciation for the quality of the discus- 
sions and the cooperation between the two countries and emphasized the improved means 
to face in an effective way present bilateral and world political and economic pro- 
blems. 


Organization of Work 

The following bodies were established: 
Ll) Acommittee on cooperation 
/) Acommittee on general affairs. 


The committee on cooperation was subdivided into three sub-committees which met in 
succession: a) a subcommittee on technical assistance; b) a sub-committee on cultural 
affairs; and c) a subcommittee on economic affairs. 


Outside the work of the commission the ministers presiding over the two delegations 
raised a certain number of questions concerning the two countries. The basic options 
available were decided on in the course of a long audience granted by the President 
of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar. 


Robert Galley was also received by the Prime Minister and Chief of Government. 


2) The problems of the French community in Madagascar and those of the Malagasy 
community in France were the object of loyal and friendly exchanges of view. 


3) French technical assistance involves nearly 600 persons, of whom about 450 are 
in the field of education, two-thirds of whom are in secondary and technical edu- 
cation and about one-third in higher education. Assistance will be more and more 
directed toward the training of trainers within the university to provide for the 
progressive replacement of French assistance personnel. (Third Level Normal Schools 
and the Third Cycle). 


4) Scholarships and training programs will be maintained within the framework of 
Malagasy priorities and thus will be directed specially toward post-university study 
and research or toward higher educational institutions [les grandes ecoles] except 
for nonexisting channels in Madagascar [sauf pour les filieres nonexistantes a 
Madagascar |. 


5) In the field of higher education inter-university agreements will be used as 
much as possible to ensure an increasingly broad opening toward other universities. 


6) On the other hand teaching “missions” of medium duration will be organized, while 
travel scholarships offered by France to our university students will be maintained 
at about their present level. 
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7) France will continue to provide pedagogical support for the training of trainers, 
within the Limite of its means, 


5) In the area of training of researchers the Malagasy side requested the extension 
of DEA-type [applied economice department] forms of applied sciences to other dis- 
ciplines. 

9) In the area of investments and within the framework of Malagasy priorities the two 
parties examined projects under way and new projects in the sectors of rural develop- 
ment, infrastructure, industrial and mining studies, and social and educational in- 
vestments. 

For 1980 14 projects totaling F 32,120,000 in non-reimbursable aid, or 

FMG 1,606,000,000, have been approved by the Fun’ for Aide and Cooperation (FAC), 

inc Luding: 


1) An FP (sic, not otherwise identified] and pilot sawmill for pine timber (second 
segment): F 3.4 million.

PMG 7.5 Billion in Aid for 198] 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 3 Nov 80 pp 1, 2 


(Text) The overall total of French aid to Madagascar for 1981, as a result of the 
work of the third meeting of the Joint Franco-Malagasy Commission which ended its 
deliberations on Friday [31 October], is FMG 2.2 billion, as we reported in our last 
edition [of 31 October]. The latter total did not take into account assistance under 
the Fund for Aid and Cooperation involving development operations. To that total 
should have been added--something which we did not do--the scholarships, the missions 
of experts, the pedagogical and inter-university support [text states "intra-univer- 
sitaires,” but the context indicates this should have read "“inter-universitaires"] 

to reach the "revocd” figure mentioned by Minister Remi Richard (Foreign Affairs) or 
the figure “never previously attained" as French Minister of Cooperation Robert 
Galley stated after him, for an overall total of FMG 7.5 billion. 


To be officially adopted, the committee of the Fund for Aid and Cooperacion and the 
French Parliament must still express their views in the coming weeks on this sum 
which should henceforth be called "provisional" and on its utilization. It would be 
astonishing for these bodies to question the decisions taken in Tananarive. There- 
fore, it is necessary to accept that this is a simple question of principle, since 
it is understood that everything which concerns public accounts, in France as else- 
where, is a matter for scrupulous computation by the responsible institutions. 


However this may be, France remains our principal partner, in every sense of the word. 
it is France which brings us the most aid. It is with France that we have the most 
trade. President Didier Ratsiraka recently expressed the wish that the balance of 
trade between the two countries be reviewed and corrected because it is not in our 
favor. In other words France buys from us less than we buy from her. A proper re- 
mark--especially at the present time but which should also find an echo in terms 

of most of our trading partners. Thus, for example, for 1979 alone we exported a 
total of FMG 83,825,000,000 and imported a total of FMG 135,319,000,000. When these 
trading partners are examined one by one, it is still with France that our trade 
appears to be more or less in balance. In 1979 we imported about FMG 135 billion in 
French products, while France bought from us about FMC 84 billion. With the other 
trading partners, apart from those of the Common Market, the trade “balance” was 
clearly in their favor. For some of them our products are not “interesting.” Even 
so, we buy their products. With our policy of trade in "all directions” we must 
also produce tore. 


To return to what last week constituted the principal news--the meeting of the 

Joint Franco-Malagasy Commission, of course--French aid to Madagascar has not ceased 
to increase with the years. It has gone from FMCG 3.4 billion in 1977 to FMG 7.5 
billion in 1981. And this does not take into account either French aid under the 
European Development Fund or that consisting of loans, notably through the Central 
Fund for Economic Cooperation or that coming from international bodies. 
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In 1981 France will provide us notably with her support for the cultivation of cotton 
in the Mahajanga and Toliara region, amounting to FMG 140 million; the restructuring 
of the whole "coffee" operation on the East coast (FMG 75 million); the agro-industrial 
studies on soybeans (FMCG 65 million). Lake Alaotra, our rice bowl, will continue 

to benefit from French help. The French delegation went there on Thursday 

[30 October]. The preparations for extension activity in this region will receive 

an initial grant of FMG 75 million. The exploitation of the iron ore deposits in 
Soalala, presently being carried on by the Italian firm Italsider with the financial 
participation of the European Development Fund, will receive, in this category of 
French aid, FMG 125 million; the construction of the TV network Fianarantsoa-Fort 
Dauphin-Tulean will receive FMG 300 million; the improvement of the National Railroad 
Network [Reseau National des Chemins de Fer] will involve providing it with modern 
equipment to meet the ceaselessly growing needs of our national economy. Figures 

for this Last project have not been provided, as .his no doubt is a matter for the 
Central Fund for Economic Cooperation, whose director general is expected to arrive 
shortly in Madagascar. 


According to Mr Van Grevenynghe, director of bilateral and technical cooperation, the 
second-ranking French official at the recent meeting, who left Tananarive yesterday 
[2 November], Madagascar, after holding this latest meeting of the Joint Franco- 
Malagasy Commission, is among the first countries which presently benefit from French 
aid. It is to our credit, but also to the diligence of the "all directions" policy 
of President Didier Ratsiraka who, on several occasions already, has returned Franco- 
Malagasy cooperation to its proper place after the developments that we all know 
about. Today France has regained its title of the "natural friend" of Madagascar. 
But we should not rest there. The purpose of the “common reflection" which drew the 
attention of the two countries during the Franco-Malagasy summit meeting in Tananarive 
opens the door still further to new perspectives. A common adventure may be in sight 
which it is good to undertake together with the same reciprocal confidence as that 
which animated the work of this Franco-Malagasy commission. 





The similarity of views of President Didier Ratsiraka and of President Giscard 
d'Estaing, particularly with regard to the new world economic order, involving first 
the beginning of true North-South [text states "Sud-Sud," clearly a typographic error 
which cshould have read "Nord-Sud"] cooperation and then a European-Arab-African dia- 
logue, is only after all a pious wish on the part of both of them to see a more just 
and more stable world emerge, especially at a time when the world is increasingly 
sinking into a chaos of misunderstanding and egotism. This is a world where force 

is being expressed in fire and blood and, soon, with so-called “economic” weapons 
whose principal victims will always remain the same.

LUXURY PATROL CRAFT--A luxury patrol craft of Rém purchased by the SWA Department 
of Economic Affairs arrived it Walvis Bay last week. This patrol vessel is to 
monitor foreign fishing activities in SWA waters and will also be used for research 
purposes. A former luxury yacht, the craft was acquired by the SWA Government from 
Greek owners in the Mediterranean. Named the S-TO"S (a name that will be changed 
still), the finish and accommodation of this vessel is luxurious, with fully- 
carpeted cabins and private bathrooms. There are stainless fittings throughout 

as well as anti-vibration and anti-nose panelling. She is powered by a 1 500 KW 
engine and is capable of 15 knots and has a three-week endurance at sea. The ex- 
tensive array of equipment includes a satellite navigator.

POLICE BRUTALITY ALLEGATIONS~--Windhoek~--The District Commandant of Police, Wlonel 
Stadler, has dismissed allegations of a clash between his men and a number of 
Coloureds who went camping at the Dean Vilioen resort last weekend. A conplaint 
was lodged by Mrs. Mouton, housekeeper of the Ella du Plessis High School in 
Khomasdal, She said that a total of 46 Coloureds, inciuding herself, her 30-year 
old son and 2l-year old daughter, camped at the resort. The group was singing when 
two Whites arrived, requesting a bit of silence. One of the group apparently made 
a derogatory remark directed at the two white patrons, and the police were summoned. 
According to Mrs. Mouton the police, on arrival, beat them with batons. She also 
alleged assault on her son. “He was even given boxing gloves and told to defend 
himself", she said. On Monday, she said, her son had to pay R500,000 in fines 

for illegally staying overnight at the resort. Colonel Stadler said that the 
police arrived in response to a call by members of Nature Conservation, and that 

a police officer had been hindered during the execution of his duties. He said it 
had now become habitual to charge the police with all sorts of misbehaviour when 
officers were summoned to public places where trouble had erupted. But nobody would 
lay a charge against the police, he said. A spokesman for Nature Conservation said 
that the group had had too much to drink, and they were asked to leave. Instead, 
however, they started cursing the officers of Nature Conservation, telling them to 
scoot off.

SENGHOR INTERVIEWED FOLLOWING CEAO MEETING 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 39 Oct 80 p 12 
[Interview with President Leopold Senghor; date and place not given) 


{Text} Before leaving the Nigerian capital, the head of State held a minipress 
conference with the authorized representatives of the Nigerian and international 
press in Niamey. Recorded here are the questions and answers that were exchanged 
during the meeting. 


[Question] Mr President, where does the idea of a trilogue presently stand and 
what do you expect from it? 


{[Answer) For the past several years, as you know, I have been recommending a 
Europe-Africa dialogue. More specifically Eurafrican. In 1976, when we met in 
Cairo for the Arab-African submit conference, I initiated the idea of an Euro- 
Arab-African dialogue. The trilogue has the same goal. Thus, we maintain contact 
with President Giscard d'Estaing who has been promoting this idea. 


[Question] What is the present situation of the Senegalese economy? 


{[Anewer|) As in most countries in the world, we are having some difficulties. 

I must remind you that in 20 years of independence, we have had 10 years of 
drought. In 1977, then in 1979, our trading deficit amounted each time to 
approximately 50 billion. In order to fill this gap, we were forced, this year, 
to request approximately 199 billion from France and certain international 
organizations and financial institutions. However, while borrowing fram others, 
we have also initiated an austerity policy. Thus, we have set up an economic 
recovery plan and aimed at a revival of our industry. I believe that is 5 or 6 
years, our situation will be far better than what it is presently. 


[Question] What political role can an organization like the CEAO play? 


{Answer} I have talked about development poles in concentric circles for a long 
time. In 1963, during the constitutive meeting of the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU), certain leaders, namely Nkrumah, wanted to immediately set up an 
African economic commonwealth. Which was not feasible at the time. 


Last year, West Africa was the first to create a commonwealth, the Economic 
Community of West African States (ECOWAS). However, subregional organizations 
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already existed prior to this. Personally, I do not foresee any political 
role for the CEAO. Each State must choose, for itself, its own model of 
political expression. 


In Senegal, we have opted, since 1945, for a democratic socialism. Thus, we 
presently have four large political parties, representing just as many streams 
of thought. 


The CEAO, in my opinion, must be essentially an economic commonwealth, up and 
above the ideological! differences of the countries that are part of this 
commonwealth. 


[Question] Mr President, a word about the ANAD (The Non-Aggression and Defence 
Aid Agreement) which seems to be somewhat stalled. 


[Anewer}) We were not able to reach an agreement during the summit meeting of the 
Heads of State on Monday afternoon. In fact, a member country, Mauritania, raised 

a fundamental question. Shortly, we will once again convene our ministers. 

However, it is certain that several African countries have decided to negotiate 

and sign an agreement within the spirit that we defined. At the level of the CEDEAO, 
we are several states to want this. 


The majority of West African countries believe that they are the object of 
covetousness. Thus, they feel the need to draw up a defense treaty to guarantee 
their safety. Senegal's wish as far as this matter is concerned is absolutely 
unshakable. If there are only two or three States to want this defense treaty, 
we will obtain it. Those countries that do feel safe are free not to join us. 
We are forcing no one.

{Excerpt} (APS) The Romanian ambassador to Senegal, Mrs Olimpia Solomonescu, 
who has left our country, gave an assessment of the Romanian-Senegalese cooperation 
in an exclusive interview with the Senegalese Press Agency. 


It is not easy for the ambassador to summarize, in several sentences, the level 
attained by the Romanian-Senegalese relations. However, she was able to point out 
several of the most significant aspects of this cooperation. 


"First, I would like to emphasize that the contacts, the talks and the decisions 
reached over these past few years during the meetings held in Dakar and Bucharest, 
between His Excellency Leopold Sedar Senghor, president of Senegal, and His 
Excellency Nicolae Ceausescu, president of Romania, have contributed to the 
favorable development of friendly and cooperative relations between Senegal and 
Romania." 


For the ambassador, the documents signed on that occasion reconfirmed the desire 
of both parties to act together to reinforce, develop and diversify this cooperation. 


Mre Sclomonescu believes that the agreement of mutual guarantee of capital 
investments, signed last 16 June in Bucharest, energy cooperation agreement which 
will be signed during the next official visit to Romania of Moustapha Niasse, 
minister of Foreign Affairs, at the invitation of the Romanian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Stefan Andrei, will unfold large prospects of long-term economic cooperation. 


In fact, she said, in the area of energy cooperation, a significant step has been 
taken through the participation of Romania in the electrification of certain 
districts of the town of Bignona. 


"I would also like to mention the air agreement signed by the governments of both 


countries and the interest that Romania has showed in establishing in the near 
future the airline Dakar-Bucharest.”

Also interested in the development of mutual exchange of merchandise, the two 
countries have manifested concern in knowing what possibilities exist in this 
area, Mrs Solomonescu noted with satisfaction that for the first time, Senegal 
participated in the international trade fair of consumer goods (TIBSO) in 
Bucharest, this past spring. 


"I want to emphasize at the same time the participation of Romania in the Dakar 
international Trade Fair during the last editions and announce that this year, my 
country will once again be present at thie prestigious event." 


The ambassador expressed her conviction that direct contacts between Senegalese 
businessmen and Romanian business firm representatives will contribute to the 
development of relations in this area, as well as to this kind of event. 


Within the cultural aspect of this cooperation, Mrs Solomonescu pointed out the 
importance of the development of cultural exchanges between Romania and Senegal, 
given the very favorable framework offered by our country for cultural events. 


"To make an assessment of the situation without going into any detail, I cannot 
help but greatly appreciate the fact that the provisions of the cultural exchange 
protocol for 1978-1980 have been duly implemented. I would like to recall the 
success of several events such as the film festival, the expositions, the radio 
broadcasting, etc, which, in my opinion, reflect the importance and the attention 
that the concerned Senegalese institutions attach to relations with Romania and 
the desire of our people to get to know one another better.” 


Certainly, the signing of the cultural exchange program for 2 more years in November 
in Bucharest, during the visit of the Senegalese Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
will enhance the invaluable treasures of the Senegalese and Romanian cultures." 


"If I add to this the successful cooperation of Romania and Senegal within the 
framework of international organizations, it will be to give a realistic picture 
of the close ties established between our two countries and people over these 
past years.

MODERN ICE PLANT TO BOOST FISH CATCHES

SRYCHELLES 


A NEW ice plant to boost local fish storage will soon be in operation at the Long Pier. 
Construction work on the plant is coming to an end aad the contractors, Machinery and Equip- 
ment Seychelles Ltd. have this week begun inscalling the equipment that will make the ice lumps. 


The modern automauc plant, 
which wil! help to implement 
the country's fishenes policies 
and enable traditional fisher- 
men to stay at sea for longer 
periods, has been financed by 
a loan from the Abu Dhabi 
Development Fund. 


It is expected to be in use in 
January and will have several 
advantages Over present sup 
mies provided by Sevchelles 
Brewenes : 

@ The ice will be delivered 
directly on to the fishing boats 

this will represent a saving 
on transport costs and reduce 
the loss through melting while 
In transport. 


@ The plant wil supply bit 
ice Of three by four centume 
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tres — this will make it more 
practical for the fishermen as 
tt will do away with the need 
to chop down the ice blocks 
as at present, which sometimes 
bruises the fish. 


@ Thenew plant will have 
a product«a capacity of 10 
tons per day with a storage Ca- 
pacity of 20 tons which can be 
doub'ed according to demand 

- thts will ensure that boats 
are not forced to remain idle 
because the demand for ice 
cannot be met when needed 


A spokesman for the Fishe- 
that before setting up the 
plant, everything had been 
carefully planned. 
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“The number of schooners 
using ice at present is ap 
proximately 30 and the ice pro- 
duced by the pant will be 
more than sufficient.” he add- 
ed. “And since the ice will be 
in bits and delivered at the 
Long Pier it will be more 
practicable for the fishermen 
and save them time. effort and 
money as well as preserving 
the fish much better than the 
big chunks now used”. 


The setting up of the ice 
plant is the second important 
phase in the fisheries develop- 
ment policies of Seyche'les. 
The third phase will be the fi- 
sheries harbour protect, which 
is still under study.

NATURE, EFFECTS OF CABINET CHANGES DISCUSSED

[Text] Tanzania has a new prime minister. On 7 November President Neyrere named 
Cleopha Msuya to this office. Forty-nine years old, Msuya was industrial minister 

in the preceding cabinet. The head of the outgoing government, Edward Sokoine, who 
is suffering from diabetes, had asked to be relieved of his functions. The promotion 
of Msuya puts him in a successor position, but it is still too early to evaluate his 
political future. Neyrere has already indicated that he will not seek a new term of 
office in the 1985 election. Considered the confident of the chief of state, and an 
efficient technician, Msuya could play a more important role than his predecessors, 
since Neyrere seems especially preoccupied with the direction o. the party. 


The nomination of Msuya is coupled with a major ministerial shake-up. More than 
half the posts are affected by these changes. Many of the new officials are making 
their debuts in government. Among the more notable changes is the replacement of 
Ben Mkapa in the foreign affairs office by Salim Ahmed Salim, a former journalist. 
Salim, 38 years old, was Tanzania's representative at the UN and was often cited 

as one of Waldheim's eventual successors; Mkapa will become minister of information. 


Former vice president of the Republic, and several times prime minister, Rachidi 
Kawawa has been re, laced as minister of defense. Named minister of state, he seems 
more or less eliminated from a position of power. He is replaced by Abdallah Twalipo, 
former chief of staff. The interior ministry goes to another officer, General Kimario. 
The appointment of two military men to these key posts is proof of Neyrere's 

desire to move the army closer to the affairs of state, or, in other words, to con- 
trol it more closely.

NEW ELECTION POSTPONEMENT

{[Article: "Uganda: The New Election Postponement Reveals the Spread of Anarchy") 


[Text] Envisioned for 30 September, then for 10 December, the legislative elec- 
tions have just been postponed once again in Uganda. According to REUTER, which 
cites diplomatic sources, ‘y will not take place before the end of January 1981, 
because of the delay in opening the electoral rolls and the upsurge in violence 
throughout the country, including the capital, where several murders were com- 
mitted in the last few days. 


Eighteen months after the overthrow of Marshal Amin by a Tanzanian expeditionary 
corps, Uganda is experiencing total anarchy. In the northwest, looters--and not 
enemies of the regime, as one might have believed in the beginning--are spreading 
terror. Four missionaries (three Americans and one Briton), moreover, were wounded 
by bullets in this sector. In the northeast, where famine rages, cattle thieves 
this weekend killed two Ugandan servicemen. At Kampala, the military commission 
in power seems incapable of maintaining law and order. 


Put in power by the Tanzanians, Yusuf Lule, president of the Ugandan National 
Liberation Front, who displeased them rather quickly was dismissed, at the end 

of 68 days, in June 1979. The Kampala court of appeals has just decided that Mr 
Lule, exiled to London, legally remains chief of state. The military commission, 
which turned Mr Binaisa, Mr Lule's successor, out of power, will undoubtedly 
hardly take this judgment into account; several of its members are at the beck 
and call of former President Obote, whose blunders had facilitated, in 1971, the 
seizing of power by Amin Dada. 


The former dictator's successors have been incapable of reestablishing the state; 
the economy is in ruins, the administration no longer functions. To return to 
power, Mr Obote--who is close to President Nyerere who gave him asylum for 8 
years--can count on the support of 10,000 Tanzanian soldiers based in Uganda. 

But the military commission is not unanimous in wishing his returm to public 
aftairs and, in any case, banditry is too developed, even within the Tanzanian 


and Ugandan armies, for Mr Obote to get himself elected easily. 

Is Uganda condemned to swing between anarchy and dictatorship’ Or could it be- 
come the theater of a new, “friendly” foreign intervention, as might be understood 
from the “cordiality’ of the discussions which Mr Muwanga, chairman of the Kampala

[Text] A 26m2-pact for a complete overhaul of the Salama Tea Estate factory and 
construction of a new one with 1.5 million kilogrammes capacity, near Mukono, was 
yesterday concluded in Kampala. 


The chairman, and general manager of Agricultural Enterprises Limited Mr V. Edoku, 
and Mr F, M. Mweheire, and the director general and managing director for Teatec 
(U) Ltd, Mr Erwin Reichlin and Mr S. K. Tiwangye, respectively signed on behalf 
of the two firms. 


Teatec is a Swiss firm incorporated in Switzerland and the Agricultural Enterprise 
is a Ugandan parastatal body dealing in agricultural projects. 


Mweheire said the existing Salama Tea Factory was one of the oldest in Uganda, 
with an installed capacity of 0.9m kilogrammes a year. 


In the last nine years its production had gone down from 771,000 kg in 1971 to 
88,000 kg in 1978. There had been constant breakdowns of the obsolete machinery at 


the factory. This had caused work stoppages and throwing away of green leaves in 
large quantities. 


"In 1978, the total amount of green leaves was 892,532 kg which would end up in an 
output of made tea equivalent to 178,506 kg. This would earn 2.5m/-. 


"Todate the situation is worse. The firm can only handle 15 per cent of the 0.9% 
kg.”

In the council's opinion, only a 
general census of the population in particular, carried out with all scientific 
and technical exactness, guaranteeing the reliability of the results, will make 
it possible to have available indispensable information on:

--the population by profession and branch of activity; 

--the volume of the rural and urban population; 

--the extent of the rural exodus; 

--the agricultural and nonagricultural population; 

--the distribution of the population throughout the national territory; 

--the extent of adult and infant mortality; 

--the elimination of illiteracy and the level of education; 

-~-vital statistics, that is, birth, death and residence; etc. 

The state commissioner for national orientation, culture and art has finally 
announced that following a request made by the executive council, the United 


Nations has indicated its agreement to contributing technically and financially 
to the carrying out of this census.

Asked if he would now return to Zimbabwe, Mr 
Milner said: "I don't see myself leaving this country permaner.tly for the next 
five years."
